Fathers. Every one who has read with 


Care and Judgment the learned“ Albertine's 
fine Book of the Euchariſt, muſt think this 
a ſurprizing Confidence, But herein they 
imitate the Practice of the meaneſt of our 
Sectaries, who repeat their old Cavils, and 
will take no Anſwer. Thus have the Quo- 
tations from the Fathers made by Berron, 
Bellarmin, &c. been pompouſly retailed, 
and publiſhed as new Diſcoveries, without 


taking the leaſt Notice of the Refutation of 


them by Albertine, Chamier, and other learn- 
ed and judicious Writers on the Part of the

«+ laſting Life.” Now Tuſtin Martyr lived 
A. D. 140. above 200 Years before St. An- 
broſe. But he is quite paſſed over in utter 
Silence by both Walker and Jobmſon, as not 
for their Turn. The ſame Meaning, by the 
way, is put on the Word in the Catechiſm of 
the Church of England, in its Expoſition of 
the Lord's Prayer; and therefore I ſay, Amen, 
So be it, In the Latin Church a Notion 
was entertained which was grounded on St. 
Paus Words, We being many are one Bread, 
and one Body, &c. that Chriſtians are them- 
ſelves the lignified or repreſented by 
the Bread of the Euchariſt: Therefore 
every true Chriſtian makes a Part of what 
that Bread ſignifies, and of what the Com- 
municants partake of, fince they ate very 
Members incorporate in the myſtical or ſa- 
cramental Body of Criſt, which is the bleſ- 
fed Company of all faithful People.

I might add Dean Aldrich's Words, that T 
*. the Proofs: Mr. F----- quotes are not 
very judiciouſly choſen, That of St. An- 
broſe has, I think, been ſhewn to be quite 
foreign and impertinent. I leave the Exa- 
mination. of the others to thoſe who have 
Leiſure, and the Books by them. It is pro- 
bable they may prove as pertinent, and as 
much to the Purpoſe as this. 
The learned Readers know, that they have 
all been carefully examined by Albertine, and 
very judiciouſly and ſatisfactorily anſwered 
by him. But it ſhews no ſmall Degree ei- 
| ther of Ignorance or Partiality in the zealous 
| Writer of the Unblaady Sacrifice, that he not 
| only paſſes over in utter Silence this Examen, 
| but the Teſtimonies of Fuſfin Martyr, and 
tort of Jeruſalem, who ſo plainly declare, 
the Meaning of Amen, as uſed by the 
Antients in their Times in adminiſtering the 
Holy, Communion, was eie, fiat, So be it, 
or precatory, not. affirmative ; and to ſup- 
fpoſe this. to be a Truth that none will diſpute 
with-him; a Suppoſition very ignorant or 
hypocritical ! ſince it has been not only diſ- 
puted 1 but denied by Proteſtants.
